A DRINK FOR IUE. 


I came to India in 185— as a private io 


the—th regiment; and my company 
formed part of the garrison at Arcot. 
Life in barracks in India is very dull; 
and I have often wondered that British 
soldiers out here are, on the whole, such 
a steady, well behaved lot of lads. Com- 
pare a soldier's life in a small Indian sta- 
tion with being* quartered even at Malta 
or Gibraltar, and either of these places 
will seem like paradise; though the 
"Bock" is by no means popular, and is 
always called a prison' by the troops f 01 
the time being in garrison there. 


Well, we found Arcot horribly dull, 


and it was with great satisfaction that 
we heard an order had been given for 
our company to march to Vellore to 
strengthen the garrison there, which had 
been very much reduced by cholera, 


It was then about the middle of March, 


and consequently later than is usual for 
moving troops, as the days begin to get 
•very hot on the plains in theCarnatio 
about that time of the year. But ours 
was special duty; and as we should only 
march in the very early mornins, we did 
not fear the inconvenience of the mid- 
day heat, but looked upon the whole 
thing as rather a lark, and a welcome 
change from the monotony of garrison 
duty. As to the cholera, not one of us 
gave it a thought Not likely it would 
touch one of usl 


It was on the second day after leaving 


Arcot that Private Thomas Atkins, who 
was Oy right file, suddenly had to fall 
out. I expected him to rejoin the ranks 
before long; but did not trouble myself 
about ilia absence. It was not until we 
reached camp and had finished breakfast 
that I heard anything more about him. 


I then learnt that he was buried! 
I knew cholera was awfully sudden in 


its attack and effects, but I had not im- 
agined the possibility of its carrying off 
a healthy man quite BO rapidly. Of 
course immediate interment must take 
place in case of death on the line of 
march. I had liked Atkins much, but I 
fancy his death and burial were so sud- 
den that the rest of us failed to realize 
the truth of what had happened to our 
comrade, and half expected to see him 
turn up again. Anyhow, we soon forgot 
the incident. 


Late in the afternoon I was listening 


to a description of Yellore by one of our 
fellows who had been there, and specu- 
lating on the chance of seeing the croco- 
diles which Tippoo Sultan had placed in 
the moat around the fort, as the best 
possible sentinels to prevent prisoners 
from escaping or any of his troops from 
attempting to desert, when suddenly I 
felt spasms and sickness. 


"Hoik*! old fellow, how blue you 


lookP remarked a companion sitting 
next to me; and as be spoke my com- 
rades shrank terror stricken from me. It 
needed no doctor to tell me what-was the 
mattar. The cholera had seized met 


3T was hastily conveyed to the tempo- 


rary hospital, where Our assistant sur- 
geon already had several cases of the 
disease under treatment, and I was laid 
on a charpoy. I rapidly passed from 
the first to the seco*. d stage of that mal- 
ady, and by 9 o'clock at night the inces- 
sant vomiting and purging had reduced 
me to a condition of weakness approach- 
ing insensibility. I was consumed by a 
burning, raging thirst, but the dresser 
disregarded all my entreaties for a drink 
of water. The system of treatment for 
chokra^n those days allowed the pa- 
tient nothing more than just to have 
the lips moistened occasionally with 
weak brandy and water, and this simply 
aggravated the torture of thirst. Now- 
adays champagne is given, and the suf- 
ferer is allowed to drink pretty freely. 


The hospital was, of course, only a 


pandal, hastily constructed with palmy- 
ra leaves, with a large cuscus mat at the 
entrances at each end. Two large chat- 
ties of water were placed just outside 
each entrance, from which a coolie from 
time to tune threw a pannikinful on the 
ouscus tathls, so that the wind, blowing 
through the wet mats, might cool the 
tempentoid inside the pandal. This re- 
sult certainly was attained, but at the 
cost of intensifying the pangs of the pa- 
tients, whose thirst was tantalized by 
hearing the splashing of the water. 


I had bogged, sworn and menaced at 


intervals, but no one paid the slightest 
heed tome; and 1 was sinking into that 
condition of torpor which is the immedi- 
ate precursor of the third and fatal stage 
of cholera when I heard voices in the 
pandal 
The assistant surgeon was 


making his last round for the night, ac- 
companied by the hospital dresser. 
With a violent effort I roused myself 
and eagerly listened for their approach. 
I wanted to hear my fate pronounced. 


They stopped at length where I lay, 


and the doctor examined my body. 


"Mottled!" 1 heard him remark to tb» 


dresser. I was Dearly deafened by tit* 
tinging or rather drumming In my-iMn, 
so I lay perfectly motionless, so as not to( 
let a single word of what they might say 
escape me, If possible. 


"Be is insensible already," die doctor 


continued, "and will not last long. So

"Make six?" I said to myself; "make 


six whatT "Six corpses, of course, for 
burial at daylight to-morrow morning," 
a voice seemed to laugh out, with fiend- 
ish exultation. 


The dresser said something which I 


could not distinctly hear, but the answer 
enlighUfflW me as to the subject they 
were discussing. 


"Oh, yes, there will be room enough; 


in fact, for tw.o more, if necessary.'1 


They had gone, and the place was in 


darkness save for the glimmer of a co- 
coanat oil lamp. I heard the scratching 
of mumooties jest outside the pandal. 


It was the noise made by the camp 


followers, who were digging a common 
grave for six of us, leaving room for two 
more, if necessary. 


I felt utterly stunned and quite indif- 


ferent as to my fate, which, of course, 1 
considered settled after what the assist- 
ant surgeon had said. My tongue was 
like a piece of dry leather in my mouth, 
which had long since ceased to yield 
any saliva to relieve the agonizing burn- 
ing of my tliroat and palate, I could 
not have made any Bound had I attempted 
to do so; but I did not try, for the at- 
tendants were all stretched on the ground 
fast asleep. I felt I was deserted—left 
to die. 


1 was beginning to wander, I think, 


and was back again in the bright green 
English meadows, picking daisies with 
my little sister, and sol should have 
passed away. But just at that moment 
the coolies, who had finished digging the 
grave—my grave—passed the entrance 
to the pandal; and one of them, with 
more consideration than his class usually 
show, thiew a pannikinful of water on

It was like a galvanic shock to me. 1 


resolved to have a drink at any risk. 1 
had to die, so what matter if I hastened 
my death an hour or two by drinking 
cold water! At least I should be re- 
lieved from the torture of thirst and die 
happy. 


I tried to get up, but I was too weak 


to stand, and fell down at once. Then 1 
reflected that I was more likely to be 
seen if I walked, and if detected in my 
attempt I should be brought back, aud 
perhaps be strapped down to die. So 1 
tried to crawL 


I was about ten minutes dragging my- 


self the forty feet from my cot to the 
entrance, and I wriggled under the cus- 
cus tathi like a snake. 


There were the chatties before met 
The first I seized was empty, and the 


disappointment nearly made me swoon, 
but the second was brim full. I threw 
my arms around it, and dragged myself 
to it I plunged my head into the de- 
licious, limpid water, and devoured 
rather than drank huge mouthfuls of 
the cool and heavenly fluid, I felt my 
stomach swelling with the enormous 
draughts I swallowed; but 1 laughed and 
drank again and again. I recked naught 
of life and death then. 


At length I could drink no more, and 


then discipline asserted itself. I knew 
I had no right to be out there, and 1 
thought if I were missed from my cot 1 
should be reported. So I crept back the 
way I had come, and shortly after fell 
into a profound sleep. 


It was broad daylight when I awoke, 


and saw the assistant surgeon and dress- 
er standing beside me. 


"How is this?" asked the doctor 


"Wetherall ought to have been dead." 


"Please, sir," said I, "I am feeling 


much better, and have no wish to make 
the sixth this morning." 


He knew I had overheard his remark 


on the preceding night; he smiled sadly 
and said, "I am sorry to say there were 
six without you. But I cannot under- 
stand how it is you are alive. Most ex- 
traordinary!" 


I rapidly recovered; and as I had never 


indulged in the pernicious country ar- 
rack sold to soldiers out here, I was soon 
quite strong again. I was made sergeant 
very soon, and I remained upward of 
twenty years serving with different regi- 
ments out here; but it was. some time 
before I told any one how I recovered 
from my attack of cholera. However, 1 
told the doctor one day all about it; and, 
though he said the cold water ought to 
iiave killed me, I observed the poor fel- 
lows who were in hospital with cholera 
got an extra allowance of water. 


All my people were dead or scattered, • 


and I had no wish to return to England, 
so I took my pension; and the bounties 
I had obtained, added to my savings, 
enabled me to buy this bit of land. 1 
am doing well, and have all a man can 
wish .for to make him happy.—Black- 
wdod's Magazine.

To Beaton VTorn Clothing. 


The mystery to many people how the 


scourers of old clothes can make them 
look almost as good as new is explained 
in The American Analyst as follows: 
Take, for instance, a shiny old coat, vest 
or pair of pants, of broadcloth, cassi- 
mere or diagonal. The scourer makes a 
strong, warm soapsuds and plunges the 
garment into it, souses it np and down, 
rubs the dirty places, if necessary puts 
it through a second suds, then rinses it 
through several waters, and hangs it to 
dry on the line. When nearly dry, he 
takes it in, rolls it up for an hour or two, 
and then presses it. An old cotton cloth 
is laid on the outside of the coat, and 
the iron passed over that until the 
wrinkes are out; but the iron is removed 
before the steam ceases to rise from the 
goods, else they would be shiny. 


Wrinkles that are obstinate are re- 


moved by laying a wet cloth over them 
and passing the iron over that If any 
shiny places are seen they are treated as 
the wrinkles aie—the iron is lifted, 
while the full cloud of steam rises and 
brings the nap up with it. Cloth should 
always have a suds mado specially for 
it, as if that which Uas been used for 
white cotton or woolen clothes lint will 
be left in the water and cling to the 
cloth. In this manner we have known 
the same coat and pantaloons to be re- 
newed time and again, and have all the 
look and feel of new garments. Good 
broadcloth and its fellow cloths will bear 
many washings, and look better ever; 
time because of them 


A Mlrejw on the Plain*. 


We witnessed the moat perfect mirage 


we ever saw on the Laramie plains 
Tuesday evening. It was about an hour 
before sunset, and looking out of a car 
window we saw about a mile away a 
beautiful lake.

Bow m Baby Opens Ita Motel 
In the test volume of the "Educational 


Series" on "Tbe Development of the In- 
tellect" Mr. EL W. Brown has presented 
a conspectus of the observations of Pro- 
fessor Preyer on the mind of the child, 
which shows chronologically the gradual 
development of the senses, intellect and 
will of the growing child, and presents 
hi a condensed form the result of a great 
number ^of careful observations. It is 
recorded'that sensibility to light, touch, 
temperature, smell and taste are present 
on the firstjday of infant life. Hearing, 
therefore, is the only special sense which 
is not active at this time. The child 
hears by the third or fourth day. Taste 
and smell are senses at first moss active, 
but they are not differentiated. General 
organic sensations of well being or dis- 
comfort are felt from the first, but pain 
and pleasure, as mental states, are not 
noted till at or near the second month, 


The firirt sign of speeou in the shape of 


utterance of consonant sounds is heard 
in the latter part of the second month, 
these consonants being generally "m," 
"r," "g," or "t" All the movements of 
the eyes become co-ordinate by the 
fourth month, and by this time the child 
begins to have the "feeling of self ,'J that 
is, he looks at his own hands and looks 
at himself in the mirror. The study of 
the child's mind during the first year 
shows conclusively that ideas develop 
and reasoning processes occur before 
there is, any knowledge of words or lan- 
guage; though it may be assumed that 
the child thinks in symbols, visual or 
auditory, which are clumsy equivalents 
for words. By the end of the year the 
child begins to express Itself by sounds; 
that is, speech begins. The development 
of this speech capacity i», according to 
Preyer, in accordance with the develop- 
ment of the intellectual powers. By the 
end of the second yea* the child's power 
of speech is practically acquired. 


The Flag Thut Tripped Up Booth. 


A handsome mahogany case, contain- 


ing a silk flag with gold bullion fringe, 
occupies nearly all the available space* 
of the wall in the southern part of the 
loom of Capt. Cobaugh at tho treasury 
department Every visitor to the depart- 
ment is shown the flag and attention is 
generally invited to a tear in one of its 
strips. The flag formerly belonged to 
the Treasury guards, a volunteer organ- 
ization formed during the war for emer- 
geno'es that might arise at the capital of 
the nation. After the fall of Richmond, 
and the night that President Lincoln 
went to Ford's theatre, the flag, which 
was then attached to a stout rosewood 
flagstaff, was borrowed by John T. Ford 
for decorative uses about the box occu- 
pied by the president. When the assassin 
fired the shot whoso echo was heard 
throughout the civilized world he leaped 
from the {xjx, and in doing BO caught the 
rowel of bis spur in the silken folds of 
the starry banner protruding from the 
president's box. That slip probably cost 
Booth his life, for the flag tripped him 
and caused the broken leg whicll imped- 
ed him in his efforts to escape and ren- 
dered him an easy victim for Sergt 
Boston Cor belt's rifle ball Subsequently 
the flag was returned to the treasury de- 
partment, and during the few days that 
President Johnson had his office in the 
department the flag was in a corner of 
the apartment. It was removed, how- 
ever, by Capt. Cobaugh to its present 
resting place, and the staff was made 
into three canes and presented to officials 
of the treasury department.— Washing- 
ton Letter in Philadelphia News.

pooring into the United States for invest- 
ment threatens to seriously disturb the 
monetary condition o! England. As an off- 
set the Back of England has advanced the 
discount to ten per cent, the highest known 
(or years. 
High taxes and meager profits 


are forcing investors to this country, where 
money judiciously handled insures remu- 
nerative returns.

Gloves of Human Skin. 


"Gloves which ore sold as kid are often 


made of human skin," said Dr. Mark L. 
Nardyz, the Greek physician, yesterday. 
"The skin on the breast," continued tbe 
physician, "is soft and pliable, and may 
be used in the making of gloves. When 
people buy gloves they never stop to ques- 
tion about the material of which they are 
made. The shopkeeper himself may be 
in ignorance, and the purchaser has no 
means of ascertaining whether the ma- 
terial is human skin or not. 
Th<j fact is, 


the tanning of human skin is extensively 
carried on in France and Switzerland. 
The product is manufactured into gloves, 
and these are imported into this country. 
Thus, you Aee, a person may be wearing 
'part of a distant relative's body and not 
know it." 


Then the doctor drew from a drawer a 


brand new pair of black gloves. "There," 
he said, "is a fine article made from the 
skin of a child. As the hide of a kid 
compares with that of a goat, so, of 
course, does tbe skin of a child compare 
with that of an adult, and it is much 
sought in France for glove purposes."— 
Philadelphia Record. 


Civil Lists. 


The civil list of the United Kingdom 


amounts to £385,000; the revenue of the 
duchy of Lancaster amounts approxi- 
mately to £60,000, making a total of 
£415,000. To this sum may be added the 
income of the Prince of Wales—annuity 
£40,000 and £60,000 from the duchy of 
Cornwall—and annuities to the other 
members of the royal family making a 
grand total of £085,000. In Austria the 
civil list is £780,000, and the emperor has 
a private fortune which probably brings 
him as much. In Germany the emperor 
as kicg of Prussia has a civil list of 
£670,000, and besides has large domains, 
the revenues of which enable him to 
provide for all the princes and princesses 
of his house. The crown prince is en- 
titled to £50,000 per annum from the 
country. In Italy the civil list of the 
king is over £600,000. The revenue of 
the czar ia probably as great as those of 
the other sovereigns combined.—London 
Standard. 


"Black Heads." 


A correspondent much troubled with 


"black heads" asks for a lotion. They 
should be pressed out either with the 
thumb nails or a watch key. The opera- 
tion is likely to cause some congestion oi 
the skin, hence the face should be bathed 
with water as hot as can be borne. As 
a rule, those who have "black heads" 
are sparing of the use of soap, which 
ought to be used quite freely by them. 
Ladies who object to it might use, in- 
stead, borax water, or water to which 
bran is added. Twice daily the follow- 
ing lotion may be applied: Ether, one 
ounce; carbonate of ammonia, one 
drachm; boracic acid, one scruple; water 
sufficient to make two ounces. This 
should be applied after the "block heads" 
have been pressed out and the face has 
been bathed in hot water.—Boston Her- 
ald.
